‘ourt Protests Likely 


Protests against the county 
board of supervisors action in 
establishing one large munici- 
pal court for this entire area 
are likely to be aired at the 
city council meeting tonight. 

The action, effective Jan. 1, 
1953, will eliminate the city 
and township courts here and 
interested citizens last night 
were preparing to seek official 
consideration at the city coun- 
cil: meeting. 


Possibility of a change in the 
city’s policy relative to selling 
water, to persons outside the city 
limits will be discussed at to- 
night’s meeting of the 


city council. The meeting will 
begim at 7:30 p.m. 
The proposed change will be 


one of many matters to be con- 
sidered by the officials. 


For some time some of the 
councilmen have been consider- 
ing the advisability of permitting 
non-Uplanders to obtain city 
water. Requests for the water 
are received from time to time. 
While no definite action may be 
taken tonight, a change would 
mean that owners of property 
could obtain domestic water serv- 
ice in San Antonio Heights or 
any other place adjacent to the 
city limits. 

The San Antonio Water Co. re- 
cently changed its policy and the 
Upland council will consider the 
question in the light of the com- 
pany’s new policy. 

Some persons outside the city 
now obtain Upland water because 
they received it prior to the city’s 
action several years ago in limit- 
ing the service to the city limits. 
The outside rate is double the 
rate paid by Upland taxpayers. 

Additional water resources and 
Storage reservoirs are being plan- 
ned to handle the city’s antici- 
pated growth. 

New Agency 

Scheduled to be considered also 
is a resolution establishing a new 
“agency here. The new agency 
would handle plans for extension 
of C and D streets through the 
aid of money that may be obtain- 
ed from the federal govyernment’s 
“redevelopment” funds. 

P.E. Trains 

It is reported the Pacific Flec- 
tric Railway Co. plans io place 
diesel engines on the line through 
here and use them instead of the 
electric motor trains. Since this 
proposal is contrary to the cur- 
rent franchise, the city council 
may strengthen its recent protest. 
Interested property owners are 
also scheduled to be present to 
express. objections.

If Mayor Eugene G. Nisbet ob- 
serves the wishes of the city 
planning commission he will ap- 
point a new member to fill a va 
cancy.

Dr. Vickers Explains Tumor Clinic 


To San Antonio Hospital Auxiliary 


An interested audience heard 
Dr. James A. Vickers speak about 
the little known Tymor Clinic 
at the monthly meeting of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary of San An- 
tonio Community hospital Mon- 
day afternoon in the solarium of 
the hospital.

School Election 


Need Cifed for 
Favorable Vote 
On School Funds 


Approval on May 18 of a tax 
rate of $1.30 instead of the pres- 
ent legal limit of 90 cents is sought 
by members of the Upland board 
of education. The special election 
has been called for local resi- 
dents to act on the financial ques- 
tion in order to provide enough 
money for general operation of 
the local school system. 

Approval of the tax rate would 
authorize the increased rate for 
five years from July 1, 1951, to 
June 30, 1956. 

If the election carries by a 
simple majority the board of trus- 
tees is legally authorized to adopt 
an annual budget which will re- 
quire the levying of a tax rate 
not to exceed $1.30 per $100 of 
assessed valuation. 

Needs Outlined 

“We believe the taxpayers are 
interested in the needs of the 
Upland School District which 
have prompted the members of 
the Board of. Trustees to ask 
that more money be raised 
through local taxation,” Harold 
W. Cook, Upland superintendent, 
said. | 

“No school district can provide | 
an adequate program without a 
strong teaching faculty. Teachers 
with above average ability are not 
likely to remain for a long period 
in a school district paying salar- 
ies below the state average. The 
average salary paid full time Cali- 
fornia elementary school teachers 
for the present school year is 
$3,411. The average for Upland 
teachers is $3,314.00 or $97.00 less 
than the state average. The salary 
schedule now in effect in Upland 
ranges from $2,600.00 to $4,100.00. 
This schedule is based on training 
and experience and includes four 
classifications with yearly incre- 
ment raises of $100 until classifi- 
cation maximum is reached. 

Salary Boost Likely 

“Already passed by the Califor- 
nia State Assembly, is a. bill es- 
tablishing $3,000 as a minimum 
salary fora fully credentialed tea- 
cher. Should this bill be enacted 
into law it will be necessary to 
increase the salaries of quite a 
number of teachers as much as 
$500 for the 1951-1952 school year 
if a salary schedule at all-aceept- 
able to the teachers is to be main- 
tained. 

“Regardless of the disposition 
of the proposed minimum salary 
law an upward revision of the sal- 
ary schedule is necessary if Up- 
land is to be able to obtain and 
retain the services of good teach- 
ers. The cost of this revision will 
probably be not less than $14,000.”

Lions. ‘‘The Bible says how faith 
in God can move mountains. The 
mountains can stay where God 
put them, but all I want is four 
inches more.” And he-measured 
with his fingers four inches. 
“That’s all I am_ praying and 
working for.” 

He recently went over the bar 
at 17 feet 434 inches. 

Richards, “who is a teacher at 
La Verne college and a preacher 
on Sundays and other days, is 
five feet, 10.inches in height. Be- 
cause he isn’t a tall person‘ his 
friends and counsellors some 
years ago urged him to give up 
his sport. It was pointed out that 
mathematically, it was impossible 
for him to vault very high. 

“Those people didn’t take into 
consideration what’s in my head,” 
he said, “and that’s what counts 











with every athlete.” 

Besides observing the rigorous 
rules of a disciplined life, 
training hard every day, there 
are the factors of inspiration, an 
ever-present will to win, and 
faith in God. Many people, he 
Said, can’t understand how. an 
athlete can also be a preacher. He 
credited his success largely to 
his faith in God and the inspira- 
tion and assurance he received 
in his contact with Him.
